Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  second  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Chichester  Rural  District  and  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  the  year  1940.  The  Report  is  the  eighth  in 
the  series. 

The  predominating  feature  of  the  year  has,  of  course,  been  the 
continued  and  increasing  calls  made  by  war  conditions  on  man-power, 
materials  and  community  life  in  general.  The  effect  of  these  conditions 
is  particularly  shown  when  the  annual  return  of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  is  compared  with  that  of  1938,  For  example,  in  1938,  7,728 
inspections  and  visits  were  made,  whilst  in  1940  this  figure  fell  to  3,060. 
This  reduction  is  due,  in  part,  to  the  absence  on  active  service,  of  the 
additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  W.  K.  Fripp,  but  more  to  the  various 
Civil  Defence  duties  which  were  placed  on  the  remaining  Inspectors 
before  and  since  the  outbreak  of  war.  At  the  outbreak  of  war,  the  two 
Sanitary  Inspectors  were  Air  Raid  Precautions  Officer,  Chief  Air  Raid 
Warden  and  Casualty  Service  Officer  in  their  respective  areas.  It  was 
most  unfortunate,  from  a Public  Health  point  of  view  that  these  appoint- 
ments were  made,  as  the  duties  which  they  entailed  occupied  a large  part 
of  the  officers’  time,  which  could,  in  my  opinion,  have  been  more  usefully 
devoted  to  their  Public  Health  work.  Repeated  attempts  have  been 
made  to  secure  the  services  of  a temporary  additional  Sanitary  Inspector, 
but  without  success. 

In  May,  1940,  the  appointment  of  a part-time  Air  Raid  Precautions 
Officer  eased  the  position  somewhat,  but  Mr.  Lewis  became  Chief  Air 
Raid  Warden  for  the  whole  of  the  district,  and  Mr.  Taylor  Casualty 
Service  Staff  Officer. 

Following  representations  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  it  has  now 
(August,  1941)  been  decided  to  obtain,  if  possible,  the  services  of  a lay 
assistant,  who  will  relieve  Mr.  Taylor  of  the  more  routine  work  in 
connexion  with  the  Casualty  Service,  and  who  will  assist  in  the  Depart- 
ment generally. 

The  Birth  Rate  in  1940  was  14.00  per  thousand  population,  as 
compared  with  16.05  in  1939,  and  a national  figure  of  14.6  in  1940. 

The  annual  local  Death  Rate  was  10.86,  as  compared  with  11.55  in 
1939,  and  a national  figure  of  14.03  in  1940. 

Apart  from  the  high  incidence  of  Measles  during  the  second  half  of 
the  year,  and  a few  sporadic  cases  of  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis,  there  has 
been  little  change  in  the  occurence  of  infectious  disease.  » 

The  separation  of  the  District  from  the  West  Sussex  (Southern) 
Combined  Sanitary  District  necessitated  the  enlargement  of  the  scope 
of  the  Public  Health  Department,  which  had,  in  fact  up  to  that  time. 
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been  only  a Sanitary  Inspectors’  office,  the  administrative  and  clerical 
work  of  the  ^ledical  Officer  being  done  at  the  Central  Office  in  Worthing. 
During  the  year,  the  re-organisation  has  been  carried  a stage  further  by 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Leonard  Bailey  as  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Department, 
an  appointment  which  has  proved  to  be  of  great  value. 

The  work  of  public  cleansing,  which  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Mr.  L.  J.  Lewis, 
has  increased  during  the  year,  and  now  tends  to  overshadow  the  other 
activities  of  the  Department.  It  is  my  view  that  the  collection  of 
domestic  refuse  and  the  emptying  of  cesspools  cannot  be  regarded  as 
part  of  the  work  of  a Health  Department,  and  that  when  the  service  has 
grown  to  the  extent  to  which  it  has  in  this  District,  it  should  be  separated 
from  the  Health  Department  and  operated  as  a separate  department 
under  a Cleansing  Superintendent  or  the  Surveyor. 

It  is  unfortunate  that,  at  the  creation  of  the  Chichester  Rural 
District,  it  was  thought  desirable  to  divide  the  District  into  two  separate 
sanitary  areas,  each  in  charge  of  separate  Inspectors,  as  this  arrangement 
does  not  tend  to  produce  the  same  efficiency  of  working  as  the  more 
usual  procedure  of  having  a Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  responsible  for 
the  whole  district,  assisted  by  Assistant  District  Inspectors. 

I desire  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
War-time  Executive  Committee  for  their  continued  support,  and  to  all 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  assistance  during  a 
most  difficult  year.

Section  I. 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF 

THE  AREA. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  District  is  an  extensive  one,  comprising  an  area  of  103,008  acres, 
which  is  essentially  rural  in  character. 

The  railway  line  from  Brighton  to  Portsmouth  may  be  said  to  divide 
the  district  into  two  distinct  portions.  The  Northern  portion  is  hilly, 
the  downs  rising  to  a height  of  about  500  ft.,  and  the  underl3dng  soil 
is  chalk.  The  Southern  portion,  on  the  other  hand,  is  flat  and  the  sub- 
soil is  brick  earth  or  gravel.  At  the  western  end  it  is  penetrated  by 
three  channels  from  Chichester  Harbour,  the  Emsworth  Channel  in  the 
extreme  West,  the  Thorney  Channel  in  the  centre  and  the  Bosh  am 
Channel  to  the  East. 

Before  the  commencement  of  the  war,  rapid  development  was  going 
on  at  certain  places  on  the  coast  notably  at  the  Witterings,  Selsey  and 
Middleton-on-Sea. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  war,  nearly  3,000  persons  of  the  priority 
classes  were  received  into  the  District,  and  a considerable  number  of  other 
persons  became  temporary  residents.  During  the  Winter  of  1939-40, 
many  of  these  returned  home.  Eollowing  the  collapse  of  Erance,  there 
was  a general  drift  of  population  from  the  coastal  strip,  but  when  in 
Autumn  the  intensive  bombing  of  London  and  other  cities  commenced,  a 
further  influx  of  temporary  residents  occurred.  At  present  these  are 
mostly  accommodated  in  the  inland  districts  and  there  is  much  empty 
property  in  the  coastal  parishes.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  1,628  persons 
were  officially  billeted  in  the  District. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

After  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  births,  a net 
total  of  523  live  births  (271  males,  252  females)  was  registered  in  the 
District  during  the  year. 

The  BIRTH  RATE  is  14.00  per  1 ,000  of  the  population,  as  compared 
with  16.05  for  the  previous  year,  14.6  for  England  and  Wales,  and  11.57 
and  13.59  for  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  numbered  24,  or  4.59%  of  the  total  live 
births,  a decrease  of  7 on  the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths. 

After  adjustment  for  transfers,  22  stillbirths  were  registered  during 
the  year.  This  figure  gives  a rate  of  40.37  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths, 
and  0.59  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  30.08  and  0.51 
respectively  in  1939. 

Deaths. 

After  correction  for  transferable  deaths,  the  net  total  deaths 
registered  in  the  District  was  404  (204  males,  200  females),  a decrease  of 
25  on  the  total  for  1939. 

A table  on  page  8 shows  the  age  and  sex  distribution  and  causes  of 
death  in  1940.  Of  the  total  deaths,  237,  or  68.56  per  cent.,  occurred 
in  persons  aged  65  years  or  over.

These  six  causes  accounted  for  73.02  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  an  increase  of  37  in  the 
deaths  due  to  respiratory  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  whilst  those 
due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  decreased  by  63. 
These  variations  are  due  in  part  to  an  alteration  in  the  method  of  death 
classification  and  in  part  to  an  increased  incidence  of  respiratory  diseases 
during  severe  winter  weather.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  the  other 
various  causes  show  little  alterat^in. 

The  DEATH  RATE  is  10.86  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared 
with  1 1 .55  for  the  previous  year,  14.3  for  England  and  Wales  and  14.99  and 
1 1 .86  for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex. 


Maternal  Deaths. 

There  was  1 death  directly  due  to  pregnancy  or  child  bearing, 
compared  with  2 for  the  previous  year.  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate 
is  1.82  per  1,000  live  births  are  compared  with  3.30  for  the  previous  year, 
2.16  for  England  and  Wales  and  4.9  and  1.7  for  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  of  West  Sussex. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

After  correction  for  transferable  deaths,  there  were  18  deaths  (7 
males,  11  females)  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  is  32.73  per,  1,000  births,  as 
compared  with  29.75  for  the  previous  year,  55  for  England  and  Wales,  and 
53  and  46  for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex. 

The  death  rate  amongst  legitimate  infants  per  1,000  live  births  is 
32.33,  as  compared  with  26.13  in  1939. 

Of  the  18  infant  deaths,  1 was  an  illegitimate  child.  The 
death  rate  of  illegitimate  infants  per  1,000  illegitimate  births  is  41.66,  as 
against  96.77  for  the  previous  year.

5.  Infectious  Diseases  : — 

The  arrangements  detailed  in  previous  Reports  for  the  reservation  of 
five  beds  in  the  Bognor  Regis  Isolation  Hospital  and  ten  beds  in  the  Chichester 
City  Hospital  have  been  continued. 

6.  Itchenor  Park  Auxiliary  Hospital : — 

The  Auxiliary  Hospital  opened  in  September,  1939,  in  connexion  with  the 
Government  Evacuation  Scheme  has  continued  to  give  very  useful  service. 
During  the  year,  160  children  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital.  The  majority 
of  the  children  were  suffering  from  Scabies  or  Impetigo.  A number  of  cases 
of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Chicken  Pox  and  Rubella,  also  received  treat- 
ment at  the  Hospital.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply. 

Chichester  Rural  District  Council  Water  Undertaking. — 

During  the  year,  a new  generating  plant  has  been  installed  in  order  to 
meet  any  emergency  which  may  arise  by  the  breakdown  of  the  electricity 
supply.  The  plant  consists  of  a 66  b.h.p.  Ruston  and  Hornsby  horizontal 
oil  engine,  directly  driving  an  alternator  of  rated  capacity  50  k.v.a. 
A brick  house  has  been  built  to  accommodate  the  new  plant. 

The  connections  are  "so  arranged  that' the  new  Beresford  pump  can 
be  run  by  power  derived  either  from  the  normal  electricity  supply  mains 
or  from  this  plant.  The  output  of  the  pump  is  approximately  the  same 
under  either  of  these  conditions. 

No  extensions  to  existing  water  mains  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

The  estimated  amount  of  water  supplied  during  the  year  was 
100,000,000  gallons. 

The  water  is  chlorinated,  and  the  supply  has  been  generally  satis- 
factory, both  as  regards  quantity  and  quality.  Samples  of  water  were 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination  at  frequent  intervals,  a total  of 
17  samples  being  submitted  during  the  year.  The  reports  of  the 
Bacteriologist  have  been  uniformly  satisfactory. 

Other  Public  Water  Undertakings. — The  Chichester  Corporation 
have  laid  a new  15"  pumping  main  of  4,080  yards  in  the  parishes  of  Funt- 
ington  and  Lavant. 

The  Bognor  Regis  Council  have  increased  the  capacity  of  the  pumping 
plant  at  the  Eastergate  Pumping  Station,  and  have  installed  a contact 
tank  to  improve  the  water  sterilization.  Nineteen  new  fire  hydrants 
have  been  installed  in  the  areas  supplied.  Water  main  extensions 
amounting  to  572  yards  of  3"  pipes  have  been  carried  out  in  the  parishes 
of  Aldingbourne,  Yapton  and  Boxgrove. 

The  Selsey  Water  Co.,  have  carried  out  water  main  extensions  in  4" 
cast  iron  pipes  in  the  parishes  of  Sidlesham,  Selsey  and  North  Mundham, 
amounting  to  a total  of  2,805  lineal  yards. 

Water  Sampling. — During  the  year  55  reports  have  been  received 
on  water  samples  taken  from  the  mains  of  the  Chichester  and  Bognor 
Regis  Water  Undertakings.  These  have  been  uniformly  satisfactory. 
Water  samples  have  also  been  regularly  taken  from  the  public  wells  in 
Singleton),  Charlton,  and  Hermitage  and  also  from  10  private  estate 
wells  and  other  supplies.  Of  the  samples  taken  39  were  satisfactory  and  34 
unsatisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Selsey  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  in  January,  1940,  and 
covers  a total  length  of  15,562  lineal  yards  of  sewer.  Three  pumping 
stations  have  been  erected,  each  with  automatic  electrically  operated 
pumps  in  duplicate,  together  with  the  necessary  cast  iron  pumping 
mains.  The  disposal  works  include  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating 
filters,  sludge  drying  beds  and  humus  tanks. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  312  properties  had  been  connected  to  the 
sewer. 

Work  on  the  Middleton-on-Sea  scheme  has  continued  throughout 
the  year. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. 


No  action  has  been  taken  to  check  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams 
in  the  area. 


Public  Cleansing. 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  L.  J.  Lewis  for  the  following  report  : — 

{a)  House  Refuse  : The  Scheme  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse 
by  direct  labour,  as  detailed  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1939, 
has  been  continued.  During  the  year  a total  quantity  of  5,281 
tons  was  collected.  The  refuse  was  deposited  on  tips  at  Alding- 
bourne,  Middleton-on-Sea,  Summersdale,  Selsey  and  Westboiirne 


Salvage  Scheme  ; During  the  last  few  weeks  of  the  previous 
year,  the  Council  commenced  to  operate  a salvage  scheme. 
This  scheme  has  been  developed  during  the  year  under  consider- 
ation. In  the  earlier  stages,  considerable  difficulty  was  exper- 
ienced in  carting  salvage  on  the  Council’s  refuse  collecting 
vehicles,  but  when  it  was  made  possible  for  local  authorities  to 
use  trailers  for  salvage  purposes  without  additional  licence 
fees,  four  trailers  were  constructed  and  these  were  put  into 
service  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

A considerable  income  was  made  from  the  disposal  of  various 
grades  of  paper  and  cardboard  and,  but  for  this  class  of  salvage, 
it  would  be  impossible  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  salvage  scheme. 
I set  out  below  the  value  of  materials  salvaged  during  the  year  ;

The  disposal  of  waste  paper  presents  no  difficulty  whatever, 
but  the  price  offered  by  scrap  dealers  for  certain  other  salvaged 
materials  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  The  disposal  of  salvaged 
materials  is  still  the  most  difficult  part  of  salvage  work,  and  while 
one  is  convinced  of  the  urgent  national  need  of  salvage,  the 
channels  of  disposal  do  not  appear  to  be  working  too  smoothly. 

(c)  Cesspools  : 

1.  Parishes  with  a Public  Cleansing  scheme.  The  Council 
operate  a direct  labour  cesspool  emptying  service  in  the  parishes 
of  Bosham,  East  Wittering,  Middleton,  Westbourne  and  West 
Wittering.  A service  is  also  given  to  those  houses  in  the  parish 
of  Selsey  that  are  unable  to  connect  to  the  public  sewer. 

The  service  given  in  these  parishes  is  that  cesspools  are  emptied 
upon  receipt  of  application  if  three  months  has  elapsed  since 
the  previous  emptying,  and  also  providing  the  pit  requires 
attention.  Emptying  in  excess  of  this  service  can  be  done  if 
the  applicant  bears  the  cost  of  the  work. 

The  Council  also  undertake  the  emptying  of  pits  in  other 
parishes  if  payment  is  made  for  the  work. 

The  machines  used  are  : — 

l-'450  gallon  Dennis  vacuum  tank  purchased  in  1933. 

1-750  gallon  Dennis  vacuum  tank,  purchased  in  1935- 
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1-750  gallon  S.D.  vaccum  tank,  purchased  second  hand 
in  1936. 

1-800  gallon  S.D.  vacuum  tank,  purchased  second  hand  in 
1938. 

The  450  gallon  Dennis  has  reached  the  end  of  its  econom- 
ical life,  and  it  was  intended  to  scrap  it  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Owing  to  heavy  demands  from  the  Military  Authorities  and  the 
impossibility  of  obtaining  a new  machine,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  keep  this  old  machine  upon  the  road. 

Disposal  is  into  the  various  sewerage  s^-stems  which  are 
available  and  a small  quantity  of  liquid  is  disposed  over  land. 
During  the  year  3,304  cesspools  have  been  emptied  and  a total 
quantity  of  3,620,775  gallons  of  sewage  removed. 

2.  Parishes  with  a Private  Scavenging  Scheme. — There  is 
one  private  contractor  who  owns  a vacuum  tank  and  empties 
cesspools  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Selsey.  Contents  are  dis- 
charged into  the  Council's  sewer  at  Beach  Road,  Selsey.  This 
contractor  only  attends  to  private  work  and  does  not  contract 
with  the  Council. 

(d)  Military  Occupation  of  Vacated  Dwelling  Houses  : 
During  the  year,  many  houses  vacated  by  their  occupiers 
were  taken  over  by  the  Military  Authorities.  The  majority 
of  these  houses  are  provided  with  drainage  systems  dis- 
charging into  cesspools,  and  have  normal  accommodation  for 
7 or  8 people,  but  following  requisition  by  the  Military  Author- 
ities 40-50  were  frequently  in  occupation.  Under  such  con- 
ditions, cesspools  filled  every  few  days,  and  many  overflowed 
almost  continually.  Many  nuisances  were  caused  on  or  near 
public  thoroughfares. 

Following  discussions  with  the  Assistant  Director  of  Medical 
Services,  certain  instructions  were  given  to  all  military  units, 
with  a view  to  affecting  a general  improvement  in  conditions. 
This  has  to  a certain  extent,  relieved  the  matter,  but  the  position 
is  still  giving  rise  to  very  considerable  difficulty. 

(e)  Closets. — No  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  arrangments 

for  the  collection  of  night  soil. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  465  shops  on  the  register.

Camping  Sites. 

During  the  year,  the  Camping  Restrictions  Order,  1940,  came  into 
operation  and  practically  the  whole  of  the  camping  sites  in  the  district 
were  affected  by  the  Order.  Structures  still  remain  on  the  sites,  but 
they  have  not  been  occupied. 

Since  Section  269,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  came  into  operation, 
the  Council  have  been  using  it  to  control  camping  sites,  and  to  remove 
many  unsatisfactor}^  structures.  Despite  the  difficulties  in  inter- 
preting this  Section,  considerable  progress  has  been  made,  and  it  was 
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hoped  that  1940  would  complete  the  work,  Owing  to  the  war,  and  the 
almost  complete  cessation  of  camping,  further  work  under  this  Section 
has  been  deferred  until  the  end  of  hostilities. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  appealed  to  the  High  Courts  against 
the  decision  of  the  local  Bench,  in  which"  use  for  agricultural  purposes  ” 
was  claimed.  The  High  Court  dismissed  the  Council’s  appeal. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

There  has  been  no  need  for  action  in  this  matter. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  two  swimming  pools  in  the  district,  and  both  these  have 
been  closed  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

One  house  was  found  to  be  slightly  infested  with  bed  bugs  during 
the  year.  Effective  disinfection  was  carried  out  by  cleansing  and  the 
use  of  Zaldecide. 


Tents  and  Vans. 

During  the  year,  71  inspections  were  made  by  the  Inspectors, 
and  9 complaints  in  respect  of  tents,  vans  and  sheds  were  received. 
Nine  contraventions  were  observed  and  4 of  these  were  abated. 

Rats  and  Mice. 

Farmers,  Estate  Agents,  Land  Occupiers,  etc.,  were  advised  on 
anti-rat  measures,  and  a considerable  quantity  of  poison  was  issued  during 
Rat  Week. 

Six  informal  notices  were  served  and  the  necessary  steps  were  taken 
to  reduce  infestations. 


. Mosquitoes. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  in  respect  of  mosquitoes. 


Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  on  which  rag  flock  is  manufact- 
ured, used  or  sold. 


Schools. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  schools  in  the  district, 
and  no  sanitary  alterations  have  been  made.  No  schools  have  been 
closed  on  account  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

There  are  two  Sanitary  Inspectors,  each  having  charge  of  a portion 
of  the  district.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  in  charge  of  the  smaller  Eastern 
Area  is  also  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Cleansing  through 
out  the  District.  There  is  also  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  but 
he  has  been  absent  on  service  with  His  Majesty’s  Forces  throughout  the 
year.

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Orders  and 
Regulations  during  the  year. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  eleven  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Under  the  Live 
Stock  Restriction  of  Slaughtering  Order,  1940,  all  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district  were  closed  on  the  15th  January.  In  October,  one  slaughter- 
house was  requisitioned  by  the  Ministr}^  of  Food  and  slaughtering 
commenced,  the  carcases  being  all  taken  out  of  the  district  for  con- 
sumption in  Hampshire.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  this 
slaughterhouse  during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  was  more  than 
half  the  total  number  slaughtered  in  the  wFole  of  the  district  during 
1938.  This  large  increase  in  slaughtering  has  imposed  a heavy  burden 
on  the  Sanitary  Inspector  undertaking  meat  inspection  in  this  part  of 
the  district.

Bread. 

There  are  23  bakehouses  in  the  district  (none  of  them  underground) 
of  which  35  inspections  have  been  made.  Three  notices  were  served 
regarding  the  following  defects  (limewashing  and  cleansing,  drainage 
defects,  floors  defective)  all  of  which  have  been  complied  with. 

Shell  Fish. 

Owing  to  the  presence  of  coastal  defence  works  and  the  closure  of 
the  foreshore  and  of  Chichester  Harbour  under  the  Defence  Regulations, 
the  collection  of  shell  fish  in  this  district  ceased  in  the  late  Summer.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Apart  from  the  high  incidence  of  measles  during  the  latter  half  of 
the  year,  and  a few  sporadic  cases  of  cerebro-spinal  Meningitis,  there 
has  been  no  notable  change  in  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during 
the  year. 

Smallpox. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  no  deaths  were  registered 
as  due  to  this  disease. 

Diphtheria., 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  four,  as  compared 
with  seven  in  the  previous  year.  Ml  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first 
half  of  the  year.-  In  two  cases  the  infection  was  mild  and  the  patients 
made  good  recoveries.  Of  the  other  two  cases,  one  was  an  official  evacuee, 
the  other  being  a temporary  resident,  the  parents  having  voluntarily 
evacuated  themselves  from  the  London  area.  In  one  case  the  larynx 
quickly  became  involved,  and,  in  spite  of  a tracheotomy  being  petormed 
immediately  on  admission  to  hospital,  the  child  died  within  15  hours  of 
admission.  The  other  case  was  not  notified  until  the  sixth  day  of  the 
disease.  He  was  almost  moribund  on  admission  and  died  within  48  hours. 

The  death  of  the  evacuee  child  was  treated  by  the  Registrar  General 
as  an  outward  transfer  and  assigned  to  the  area  of  usual  residence  ; the 
death  therefore  is  not  included  in  the  Table  appearing  on  page  8 of  this 
report.

Supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin. 

No  changes  have  been  made  regarding  the  supply  of  anti-toxin,  as 
contained  in  the  report  of  1939. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Immunisation  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Health  Depart- 
ment has  continued.  In  December,  preparations  were  made  to  hold  a 
publicity  campaign  in  the  District  in  January,  1941. 

At  Itchenor  Park  Auxiliary  Hospital,  52  patients  were  immunised 
during  their  stay  in  hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year  was  60, 
as  compared  with  72  in  1939.  This  number  includes  3 cases  in  non- 
civilians. Of  the  60  cases,  44  were  removed  to  Hospital,  30  being  admitted 
to  Chichester  City  Isolation  Hospital,  13  to  the  Bognor  Regis  Isolation 
Hospital  and  1 to  a service  Hospital. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  were  mild  in  character,  but  a fairly  large 
number  developed  complications,  such  as  otorrhoea  and  cervical  adenitis, 
which  necessitated  a somewhat  prolonged  stay  in  hospital. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  the  incidence  was  highest 
in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  As  in  the  previous  year,  the  greatest 
number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  parish  of  Westbourne.

Erysipelas. 

Sixteen  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  which  was 
the  same  number  as  in  1939.  Of  these  four  cases  were  removed  to  the 
City  Isolation  Hospital.  One  death — a woman  aged  65  years — was 
registered  as  due  to  this  disease. 

Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis. 

Twelve  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  none  in  1939.  Of  the  twelve  cases,  nine  were  non-civilians 
from  various  service  establishments  in  the  district.  All  notified  cases 
were  removed  to  hospital,  one  patient,  a child  aged  19  months,  dying 
from  the  disease. 


Measles. 

An  epidemic  in  this  desease  was  expected  in  the  Autumn  and 
Winter  of  1939,  but  it  did  not  mature  in  this  district  until  the  Summer  of 
1940.  Small  isolated  outbreaks  of  the  disease  occurred  in  January  and 
February  in  Westbourne  and  Westhampnett,  but  the  epidemic  proper 
appeared  first  in  Walberton  and  Funtington  in  June,  and  spread  later  to 
other  parts  of  the  district  becoming  epidemic  in  Westbourne  in  November. 
The  peak  of  the  epidemic  was  not  reached  until  February,  1941,  and 
notifications  continued  at  epidemic  rate  until  June,  1941. 

During  1940,  392  cases  were  notified,  and  an  additional  103  cases 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  by  Head  Teachers  of  various 
‘xhools  in  the  district.  The  notified  cases  included  forty-one  non-civilians. 
During  the  year,  46  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital,  40  of  these  being 
non-civilians. 

There  was  one  death,  a child  of  eighteen  months,  certified  as  due  to 
Measles.

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  66  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  year,  as  compared  with 
none  in  the  last  quarter  of  1939.  The  cases  occurred  throughout  the 
year  f^om  March  onwards  the  greatest  incidence  being  in  the  months  of 
June  September.  The  cases  were  scattef-ed  throughout  the  district, 
but  the  parishes  of  West  Dean  and  Lavant  were  particularly  affected. 
In  addition  to  the  notified  cases,  31  cases  were  reported  by  the  Head 
Teachers  of  various  schools.  The  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  various 
parishes  during  the  different  months  of  the  year  is  shown  in  the  following 
table.

Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  fever  were  notified  during  the 
year  and  no  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  this  disease. 


Pneumonia,  (Acute  Primary  and  Influenzal). 

There  were  16  cases  of  Acute  Primary  and  11  cases  of  Acute  In- 
fluenzal Pneumonia  notified  during  the  year  ; five  patients  were  removed 
to  hospital.  Deaths  registe’^ed  in  1940  from  all  forms  of  pneumonia 
numbered  22. 


Influenza. 

During  the  year  eight  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease,  as  compared 
with  six  in  the  previous  year. 


Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  one,  a child  of  six  years 
was  removed  to  the  Chichester  Isolation  Hospital  and  afterwards  trans- 
ferred to  an  orthopaedic  hospital.  The  other  patient  was  a woman  of 
28  years.  She  was  removed  to  hospital  where  she  died.  A post  mortem 
examination  showed  the  cause  of  death  to  be  malignant  disease  of  the 
nervous  system  and  not  Anterior  poliomyelitis. 


Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

One  case  of  this  disease,  a child  of  7 years,  was  notified  but  the  disease 
subsequently  proved  to  be  Tubercular  Meningitis.  The  notification 
was,  therefore,  cancelled. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  six  in 
1939.  i\ll  the  patients,  were  nursed  at  home,  and  made  good  recoveries. 

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

Information  regarding  these  diseases  is  obtained  from  returns  made 
by  Head  Teachers  of  Public  Elementary  Schools. 

Mumps  : During  the  year  fifteen  cases  of  mumps  were  reported. 

Chicken-pox  : Scattered  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the 
year.  A total  of  thirty-three  cases  were  reported. 

German  Measles  : An  epidemic  of  German  Measles  occurred  in  the 
district  during  the  months  of  Februar}^  March  and  April,  when  a total 
of  156  cases  was  reported.  The  parishes  particularly  affected  were  Oving, 
Bersted,  Selsey  and  Westbourne.  In  the  whole  district  176  cases  were 
reported  during  the  year.
